on Wednesday night, at which many 
old stalwarts were present, a. cauou 
•was called to determine who should b< 
the candidate lor the Republican part; 
for Senator to succeed Lnpham. Th 
conference was held with closed door 
and nothing transpired of important' 
so far as could be ascertained. It wa 
learned yesterday that Mr, Warren an 
a committee of ten were appointed t 
go to Washington. 
This committee 


wna instructed to nsk Arthur whethe 
he would be a candidate for the Sena 
torship in the event of their pledgini 
him their support. The committee lei 
on their mission last evening. It ii 
understood that James D." Warren wil 
be the candidate for Senator if the Pres- 
ident declines to enter the race. 


The friends of Levi P. Morton have 


suddenly become much alarmed at Ar 
trmr's prospective candidacy. It has 
beeii regarded all along that Arthur was 
favorable to Morton's candidacy, bu 
now there ia a strong probability of th< 
President being hirnsolf u candidate unc 
Morton's friends are more than evei 
apprehensive as to the result. 
Th 


committee which went to Washington 
will have an interview with Arthur to 
day, at which it is expected the Presi 
dent will fully define his position on 
the Senatorial question. Mr. Warren 
has suddenly como to the front prom- 
inently as a candidate for Senator. 
Ha 


is known as a strong Arthur man, and i: 
the President declines to run, Warren 
will loom up conspicuously as an oppo- 
nent to Morton, and in such an event 
a lively and interisting fight may be 
looked for at the caucus above referrec 
to. 


WASHINGTON, December 5.—A con- 


ference was held at the White House 
to-day between President Arthur, J. D, 
Warren, Chairman of the New York Re- 
publican Committee, G. H. Sharpe, W. 
B. French, Erasturf Hansom aart Silas 
B. Dutcher, all prominent stalwart Re- 
publicans from New York. The Chron- 
icle correspondent was informed on ex- 
cellent authority that the subjoct undor 
consideration was the New York Sena 
torghip. The consultation was called 
to ascertain if possible the strength of 
Arthur in the New York Legislaturo. 
The President said he would decline to 
go into the fight unless it could be 
shown that the majority of the Legisla- 
ture indorses his candidacy. His friends 
present assured him that he was un- 
questionably the favorito of the stal- 
wart faction in New York and could 
probably be elected if a vigorous fight 
was made in his behalf. Without reach- 
ing any conclusion the conference ad- 
journed, to look the field over more 
critically. 
General Sharpe says the 


President can come to the Senate from 
New York if he will only say the word. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — Tba

bitter, and the contest has been tempo- 
rarily transferred from New York to 
Washington. 
George 
Sharpe 
and 


Stephen D. French are in the city, the 
guests of the President at the Whit* 
House. James D. Warren, Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, S. 
B. Dutoher, and Charles Gould, Col- 
lector at Buffalo, are also in town. 
Thase gentlemen are here to learn the 
President's wishes regarding the Sena- 
torial contest. They are all willing, 
and profess to be anxious, to do their 
utmost to secure his election if he will 
enter the lists. There is, however, a 
difference of opinion among them aa 
to the proper coarse to pursue. The 
President has avowed that he will not 
be a candidate unless all differences can 
be healed, and he be made practically 
the unanimous choice of his party in the 


Legislature. Aa yet, he has not sig- 
nified his willingness to be a candidate, 
and he is waiting to secure dafinita in- 
formation before entering or finally with- 
drawing from the race. Sharpe, French, 
Warreu and Gould think he can be 
elected without any difficulty. Dutoher, 
however, thinks that while it is prob- 
able he could be elected to the Senate, 
it could not be done without a very 
bitter fight, which would revive all the' 
factional difference that has been the 
curae of the Republican party in N«w 
York in the past. He cannot figure 
more than 37 votes for the President 
among the 73 Repxiblicans in the Legis- 
lature and he does not underestimate 
the fighting abilities of Warner Miller, 
who, 
it is taken for granted, will do all 


in his power to defeat the President. 
The more ardent admirers of Arthur 
claim that he would receive 49 of the 73 
Republican votes. Dutcher will turn 
in and do all in his power to elect Arthur 
if he decides to be a candidate, but at 
the present outlook he thinks it would 
be unwise for the President to enter 
the fight. It is understood hers that 
Morton is not a candidate for the Senate 
in the senso of opposing Arthur if it 
can bo shown that tho Prebident can be 
elected without a sevore struggle, but if 
the President retires then Morton is in 
the field. Tho outlook for the harmo- 
nious settlement of the contest is not 
very promising. If the President be- 
comes a candidate all opponents of 
stalwwdsna will unite to defeat him, 
and if he withdraws there will be a, 
lively contest, it is expected, between 
Warren, Morton, Depew uiid other can- 
didates for t he office. 


KnUrontiv mill Their jiiautl Grants. 


AVASHINCWON, Deo, [5.—"Agents of 


Pacific railroads are here with every 
appliance to defeat the bill now before 
Congress, declaring forfeited certain of 
their luadgrants," said Chairman Cobb 
of the House Committee on Public 
Lauds to-day, "and I look for one of 
the hardest fights of the session over 
these matters. 
Tho 
railroads have 


pooled their issues, organized a strong 
lobby, which has plenty of money to 
spend, and evidently mean to work hard 
to prevent their lands from leaving them. 
They have a good many friends in Con- 
gress, and I have not the slightest 
doubt but what there are twenty mem- 
bars of the House directly interested 
in these grants, and they do not hesi- 
tate to say what they believe that it is a 
good thing for these gigantic corpora- 
tions to absorb public lands." Mr. Cobb 
vras of the opinion, however, that some 
of the forfeiture laws would be enacted 
this winter despite the railroads. There 
are several bills now on the House cal- 
endar, and it was likely that one relat- 
ng to the Northern Pacific Railroad 
would be brought up first. The Cotu- 
cittee on Public Lands will have its 
irst meeting to-day and arrange its plan 


f action. It has ten 
forfeiture bills 


yet to report, but thesa will bo ready in 


few weeks.

The At- 
antio ana Pacific road has 40,000,000 
ores at stake, the Texas-Pacific, 15,- 
00,000, and the other roads an aggre- 
ate at about 100,000,000.

« Supreme Court. 


The New York Post's Washington 


special says: One of the most impor- 
tant plans -which leading Democrats 
have under consideration, contemplates 
securing control of the United States 
Supreme Court before tha close of Cleve- 
land's administration. It ia proposed 
the court shall ba increased to fifteen 
Judges; that for the purpose of ordinary 
business, seven shall constitute a quo- 
rum, while for tha consideration of all 
constitutional questions, twelve shal 
constitute o quorum. 
The movers o 


tho scheme believe th'at several Bepub- 
lican Senators, including Senator Ed- 
inonds, will support the measure, al- 
though I cannot hear that he has, in 
any -wise committed himself. 
Under 


the new organization the Democrats 
would have seven and the Republicans 
eight Judges, but during the next four 
years it may be expected one or two of 
the latter will retire. Tbera i* no doubt, 
feelsrs are already ont to test the 
ftOQJptableness of this scheme.

The report to Congress, of th e oper- 


ations oi the new Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry in the Agricultural Department 
s of special interest, as bearing on, pre- 
cautions against epidemic iu another 
Summer. As soon as the Bureau was 
organized, Commissioner Loriug of the 
Agricultural Department wont agents to 
jatherdata iu Texas, Kansan, Iowa, Mis- 
souri aud Illinois. Tha work of investi- 


atiug the spread of pleuro-pneumonia 
and other infectious diseases has bean 
very effective. The Bureau will issue 
maps showing the infected region, ac- 
companied by instructions which will 
not only enable dealers to know -what 
cattle are dangerous to Northern stock 
and thus establish a quarantine line, 
but will also save from unjust treatment 
Southern dealers whose stock may be 
perfectly 
safe. 
The 
Bureau 
will 


probably iu connection with this recom- 
mend the establishment of a National 
cattle-trail, over which cattle from in- 
fected districts 
must 
reach market. 


The report to Congress recommends 
insolation as a means of driving off the 
disease. 
The report is of special value 


in the respect us emanating from the 
first Bureau directly concerned with the 
sanitary improvement of tho cuttle in- 
dustry.

BOSTON, Dec. G.—The Journal says 


to-day: Friday preceding the Presiden- 
tial election, when Senator Edmunds 
was iu New York City, Hon. Levi P. 
Morton called upon him at his hotel, 
and told him that he believed the vote 
in New York was likely to be very close, 
and that ho (Edniundaj could exert a 
decisive influence on two classes who 
were disposed to be hostile, viz.: The 
Independent Republicans and the Stal- 
warts, who were inclined to bolt. " Ed- 
ruunus," said ilorton, "if you will 
•write a short note for to-morrow morn- 
ing's papers, saying that you would re- 
gard the election of Cleveland as un- 
favorable to tho public interests, it 
would have a very decided effect in 
favor of Elaine." Edmunds answerfid 
with some surprise, " "Why, to whom 
should I address such a letter?" Morton 
replied. " Address it to me, and place 
it in my hands and I will Bee it properly 
used."

munds said: "I should be misunder- 
stood if I should *ilo as you request." 
" By whom would you be misunder- 
stood?" rejoined the other, and taking 
liis hat, he bowed' himself out of Ed- 
mund's presence.

Fish Culture. 


Prof. Baird, United States Fish Com- 


missioner, gives an encouraging ao- 
ount of his success in fish propaga- 
ion, Tho three hinds of fish to which 
le has devoted most of his attention 
ha past year are salmon, shad and 
tarp. The fcarp multiplies and grows 
•apidly, aud as it will live in waters 
where others of the fleh speciee will 
not survive, special efforts hove been 
made to distribute it. Prof. Baird said 
o an interviewer: 


"We are now making investigations 


of the oyster and have a station where 
his work will be vigorously prosecuted, 
so that artificial oyster culture will 
soon become an important industry on 
.he Chesapeake and Delewaro bays and 
other suitable watern."

The bill which lias passoc 
the Senate and is now on the House 
calendar will increase the present pen- 
sion payments about $25,000,000 a year 
if it becomes a law. The filibustering 
in the House last Winter against this 
measure because of the Senate amend 
meuts does not, however, argue favor 
ably for its passage. 


The Iron niiii Sieel, Industry. 


The Cleveland Iron Trade Review 


computes that within the past four 
weeks twenty-five iron establishments 
lave started up, giving employment to 
12,000 men. In four establishments 
the force has been increased by 1,250 
men. In sixteen establishments the 
time has bepii reduced to an average of 
eight hours. In thirty-nine establish- 
ments wages ha>e been reduced on an 
average 12}4 per cent, affecting about 
20,000 meu, aud twenty-seven estab- 
lishments have closed dowu entirely, 
throwing out of employment 12,275 
men. These figures relate only to the 
iron and s.tcel industry.
